Rolling With The Punch 


During the three years since an electric power failure blacked 
out a large section of the eastern seaboard, work has been going 
stadily ahead to perfect interconnection of electric utility systems. 
Commenting on the eastern seaboard blackout in 1965, an electric 
industry analyst says, “The possibilities of a reoccurrence have not 
been eliminated, but the chances of such an extensive blackout hap¬ 
pening again are minuscule.” Improvements in utility' operations 
range from better relays and circuit breakers, computerization and 
closer supervision to construction programs inceasing reserve 
capacity. 

In laymen’s language, interconnected utlity systems appear to 
be developing a great capacity to “roll with the punch” when sudden 
load increases occur.. The analyst notes, “Since the major blackout 
three years ago, New York has had another power failure, but all 
anyone ever knew about it was a slight flick of the lights,. Through 
the major interconnected grid system, when it became apparent 
that there was an overload, New York began drawing power from 
New Jersey which, in turn, began drawing power from someone else 
with power being ultimately supplied from as far west as Michigan.” 

What many people seem to fail to realize is that no one is more 
interested in bringing this country’s vast electric power systems to 
the ultimate peak of reliability than the electric industry itself— 
especially the nearly 80 per cent of the industry that falls under 
public regulation as investor-owned, taxpaying enterprise. The rigid¬ 
ities of excessive federal control in the name of electric power reli¬ 
ability might well shatter the tradition of reliability -which governs 
the operations of the investor-owned companies.

Q. Do I or don’t I is the ques¬ 
tion in my mind regarding the 
money earned by my son during 
the summer months. Do f include 
his income with my income when 
1 file my return? 

A. No, your son if he earned 
$600 or more is required to file 
his own return and pay a tax it 
due...or, to receive a refund. If 
his earningS'-were less than $600 
and any tax was withheld, it 
would be necessary for him to file 
in order to receive a refund of 
taxes paid. 


Q. My uncle qualifies as my de¬ 
pendent. He is now 65 years old. 
Can I claim an extra exemption 
for him because of his age? 

A. No, the additional exemp¬ 
tion allowed for age and blind¬ 
ness cannot be claimed for de¬ 
pendents. 

Q. I am single and maintain a 
household for myself. Can I claim 
the special Head of Household tax 
rates? 

A. No, in order to qualify as 
Head of Household, you must 
furnish one-half the cost of main¬ 
taining a household for at least 
one relative. Your.relationship to 
the person for whom you main¬ 
tain the household determines 
whether he must qualify as your 
dependent and whether he must 
actually live in your household. 

Please refer to the instructions 
for Form 1040 for additional in¬ 
formation on this subject. 

Q. I was involved in an auto¬ 
mobile accident and as a result 
incurred expenses in the amount 
of $350. My insurance did not 
cover this and I was not reim¬ 
bursed. My Question to you is can 
I claim the TTmount of the dam¬ 
age on my return this year? 

A. That portion of a non-busi¬ 
ness casualty loss which exceeds 
$100 is deductible. In your case, 
the allowable deduction is $250. 
A casualty loss is deductible as a 
Miscellaneous Deduction in Part 
IV of Page 2—Form 1040. 

Q. Do I file my return this year 
at the Kennedy Building or do 1 
send it to Andover?
